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MANIPULATIVE ACTIVITIES OF SEXUAL PREDATORS 


Summary: The Internet has undoubtedly become a dynamic and sublime tool 
of communication. It gives us the freedom to create and maintain contacts with indi- 
viduals and groups from all over the world, to cooperate, socialize and exchange 
information, content and experiences. At the same time, nowadays it is almost im- 
possible to imagine an internet business or presentation without a presence on social 
networks / media. These are online web services that open unlimited spaces for users 
for various forms of communication and personal promotion. Some of the most 
popular social networks that are especially receptive to most users from global 
spaces are: Twitter, Facebook, Instagram, Google+, LinkedIn, TikTok... By the 
way, on most social networks, the presence is free. Digital media have the capacity 
to inform visitors in the most efficient and practical way about important events, 
current campaigns and innovations related to the business, products or services of- 
fered, with the quality content of the texts they manifest. Also, their significant im- 
pact is reflected in the domain of education and / or providing certain advice. In 
addition to colossal achievements and obvious positive sides, with the advent of the 
Internet and digital media, sexual predators have been given a new field / play- 
ground, in which to establish contacts with others (often with children). In this digi- 
tal environment, they manipulatively lurk and recruit potential victims for various 
forms of abuse and sexual exploitation. 
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Introduction 


It can be said that modern society is a society of countless illuminated screens. 
These screens are not just a two-dimensional representation of traditional media 
content, on the contrary - they are the means by which the greatest interconnection 
of people and content is achieved. Digitalization have brought unprecedented 
changes, and not only in the technological sense. The digital revolution has reached 
all segments of society, and changed the way human beings function even on a daily 
basis, from socialization to business, encompassing most things in between. The 
current COVID-19 pandemic has given a clear indication of what the society of to- 
morrow will look like and function in, in which human activity, as experienced for 
centuries, will be minimized and require just as much energy as for performing a 
task in the digital world, whether it is a business meeting, shopping, or meeting a 
new person. 


Traditional media have also shifted to digital, but the mere transition or digiti- 
zation of traditional media content is not the reason for such a fundamental change 
in the way human beings function. Here, it is important to point out two phenomena 
characteristic of digital media, namely interconnectivity and interactivity. The Inter- 
net as a global computer network has enabled that almost every digital device, be it a 
mobile phone, tablet, game console or computer, enables the user to be constantly 
connected to the Internet, but, at least in theory, with every other internet user as 
well. In practice, however, it is a little different, in the sense that not all users are 
connected to all other users, but what is important is that such a possibility exists, 
and it is up to users to define the level of privacy they want to have on the global 
network, if the online content allows this type of control, which is usually the case, 
because users must be provided with at least the illusion of complete privacy, whose 
inviolability is one of the fundamental human rights. The second phenomenon we 
mentioned, interactivity, represents a key innovation compared to previous evolu- 
tions of media and cultural models. Interactivity allows users to actively participate 
in the consumption of content and communicate with other users of that content, and 
often with the creators of digital content. The application of the concept of interac- 
tivity is, for example, an integral part of video games, where without consumer in- 
tervention there is no flow of media content, but in different forms and scope inter- 
activity exists in almost all digital media (including digitized traditional media). 
These two phenomena are key to the hypotheses and goals of this paper, because 
user interconnectivity and their interaction create space for action of all kinds, in- 
cluding manipulative actions with different goals. 

There is another defining feature of this new media space and the new, digital- 
ized culture and society, and that is the nominal anonymity of users. To use most 
internet platforms, services, and media, it is not necessary to leave verifiable per- 
sonal data, which leads to a dualistic perception of ethics - different “on this” and 
“on the other” side of the monitor. And while a real human being is sitting in front 
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of the display, his or her avatar lives and works in the digital space, which usually 
cannot suggest the true identity of the user of that avatar. Such a concept is, again, 
essential to the existence of video games, because there is no other way for the real 
player to interact with the digital world, other than through the control of predefined 
digital characters. That part of the nature of the video game phenomenon has been 
transferred to the culture of using digital services, let's start again with video games, 
where in multiplayer online gaming users use nicknames instead of names (as a 
username on gaming accounts) and avatars instead of photos. This anonymity is 
nominal, and in principle exists only between the users themselves, while the owners 
of digital services and platforms, and upon request, the state authorities, have access 
to absolutely all personal data of each individual user. The relationship that technol- 
ogy corporations have to the use of other people's personal data is a very important 
but too complex topic for us to continue dealing with in this paper, for which the 
anonymity that exists between individual users of digital platforms, services and 
media is far more important. That anonymity, and the dualism of ethics that we have 
mentioned, opens a practically unlimited new space in which, by the nature of 
things, slightly changed laws apply in relation to the real world, which, along with 
all that is good, multiplies the ways in which criminal behavior within the triangle 
interconnectivity-interactivity-anonymity. 


Digital media space 


In the introductory considerations, we have defined three phenomena that 
characterize digital media and digital reality. Between these three phenomena, an 
endless series of different worlds can be generated with different purposes, meaning 
digital spaces that can be so detailed and so satisfactory to higher levels of the hier- 
archy of human needs that one can practically live in them for a long period of time, 
with physical and physiological restrictions, of course. First of all, for the existence, 
and then for any way of using digital spaces, the presence of elements of another 
triangle is necessary, and those elements are the Internet, digital devices and digital 
content. The element of digital content implies the presence of the previous two 
elements, because both the creation and consumption of digital content requires a 
digital device with computing and networking capabilities, as well as the global 
network as a means of content distribution. Internet entrepreneurship, and especially 
Internet creation, is the ultimate statement of Marx's aspiration to democratize the 
means of production, because when we talk about digital content, literally every 
individual who has a digital device and Internet access can produce, distribute and 
valorize what they have produced, which, in parallel with the fact that there is a pre- 
dominance of high-tech corporations in the modern world, creates a kind of paradox. 
The topic of the contradictions of corporate capitalist power and extremely democra- 
tized means of production is also a topic for a separate study. For the purposes of 
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this paper, it is important that media content, which as a rule contains a certain ap- 
peal, can be created and distributed by each individual. 


Digital space, that is, the space of digital media, is practically immense. For 
the purposes of this paper, the focus will be on those digital media that have a domi- 
nant social component, and through which, with the possibility of exchanging tex- 
tual, audio, photo and video content, it is possible to achieve close and detailed 
communication, which can result in creating a real relationship between two or more 
users in the virtual world. Social networks, or social media, provide users with these 
opportunities to begin with, and this is the initial reason for their popularity and 
prevalence. To understand the mechanisms of social media influence on their users, 
we will identify the possibilities that particular social media give to their users, 
meaning which psychological mechanisms they activate in individuals. Facebook is 
a complex substitute for social interactions in the real world, with networking possi- 
bilities through the system of “friendship “and interactions with the posted content, 
and with the possibility of sharing text, visual, audio, and video content, as well as 
links to other Internet pages. Instagram is a platform for sharing pictures and short 
video clips which has a much more significant commercial component compared to 
other social media. Twitter, on the other side, overtook the news functions from 
traditional media, as it made it possible for its users to announce whatever they want 
at any time, most often in the form of short text, while their number of followers 
represents their audience. As such, it is suitable both for personal use and account 
control for the people whose social media presentations are maintained by profes- 
sionals (Bjelajac and Filipovic 2020). Over the last few years, we have noticed a 
huge growth in the popularity of TikTok, a platform for the exchange of short video 
content. During the COVID-19 pandemic, the platform multiplied its number of 
users and became one of the fastest growing brands in 2020 (Morning Consult 
2020). Globally, this service increased the number of users from about 55 million in 
January 2018, to just under 700 million monthly active users in August 2020 
(Sherman, 2020). Of the total number of users, 41% are teenagers and young people, 
aged 16-24 (Meola 2020). What is characteristic of this service is the large number 
of controversies related to its content. The United States, in the previous administra- 
tion, considered banning the service, while some other countries issued warnings to 
this company due to the obscenity and immorality of the content it publishes, but 
apart from short-term bans, everything ended in criticism and warnings. This social 
medium is especially popular with the young population, so it makes it especially 
suitable for manipulations. All these social media have a certain potential for abuse, 
even for criminal purposes, again, each in a different way, and for different forms of 
criminal behavior. The migration to digital has opened a new space, particularly for 
sexual predators, precisely because of the element of nominal anonymity, that is, the 
possibility of false representation and invisibility in the virtual world, at least until 
the predator decides to become visible, when it is usually too late for the victim. 
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Sociopathological profile of online sexual predators 


The social pathology is, generally speaking, the study of complex facts related 
to disorders that are socially conditioned, harmful and unacceptable, because they 
deviate from established standards and norms. Under social deviations in social pa- 
thology we include those types of individual and group behavior that result in the 
occurrence of socially - destructive, pathological and delinquent behavior. In a 
broader sense, we include all those cases that provoke a social reaction due to the 
threat to universal social values. 

Asociality is a special characteristic of an individual (or group) who cannot 
adopt and apply general social norms, develop social feelings, or adapt to social 
relations (Bjelajac 2015: 152). This is especially reflected through inadequate and 
long-lasting specific patterns of one's own experience, feelings, opinions, behavior 
and relationships with others, which are manifested and observed in everyday life 
situations, while flagrantly deviating from what is expected in the appropriate cul- 
ture. 

People with antisocial personality disorder usually do not care what is right 
and what is not, and they often do not respect other people's rights, desires and feel- 
ings. These people tend to contradict others, manipulate them, be rude or treat them 
with cold disinterest. They can often break the law and get into trouble without 
showing guilt or remorse. They can lie, act violently or impulsively, and have a 
problem with drug or alcohol abuse. These traits often make people with antisocial 
personality disorder unable to fulfill their family, business or school obligations. 
Signs and symptoms include (Psihoterapijko savetovaliSte Sinteza 2015): 


— Gross neglect of personal safety and the safety of others; 

— Constantly lying and intimidating to deceive or exploit others without feeling 
guilty; 

— Intense egocentrism, sense of superiority and exhibitionism; 

— Predisposition to criminal behavior, pathological lying or use of a false name, 
which often leads them to prison or a penitentiary institution; 

— Alcohol and substance abuse; 

— Constant resistance to authority and problems with the law; 

— Child and spouse abuse and promiscuous behavior; 

— Hostility, irritability, impulsivity, aggression and violence; 

— Lack of empathy and remorse for hurting others. 


These indicators are absolutely applicable and compatible with the behaviors 
of what we call “online sexual predators”, and are usually manifested in the domains 
of emotional response. Depending on the type of disorder of such personalities, there 
is a range from the complete absence of emotions to intense and uncontrolled mani- 
festation that is inappropriate for a given situation. In them, as it was said, there is a 
noticeable lack of empathy, that is, the ability to emotionally understand what the 
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other person is experiencing. Such “alienation of man from man” is especially dev- 
astating when their targets are adolescents, which is the case in many situations. 

During adolescence, the adolescent is faced with several important develop- 
mental tasks: forming one's own identity and personal integrity, creating the basis 
for economic independence, adapting to bodily changes and sexuality, and sexual 
preference choice. One of the most important tasks is to build your own identity and 
look for answers to many questions. In later adolescence, young people may experi- 
ence an “identity crisis,” as psychiatrist Erickson calls it. The adolescent struggles 
to build his own identity. The changes that are taking place call into question the 
image that everyone has of themselves. The most common question an adolescent 
asks himself is: who am I? It can be said that this is a question that a person asks 
himself throughout his life, but during adolescence it is accompanied by the strong- 
est emotions (Vujovic 2010). So, this category of young people is especially vulner- 
able, and thus exposed to online sexual predators, who are often not only good ex- 
perts in information technology, but also excellent manipulators, who are indirectly 
able to establish control over another person. Counting on their age and lack of ex- 
perience in recognizing a “fake person”, they skillfully evoke emotions in children 
with proven methods, such as flattery and sycophancy. The final stage is to defi- 
nitely submit to their will and achieve goals, which relate to various forms of abuse 
and sexual exploitation. 

Although there is no crystallized profile of online sexual predators, research 
indicates that they are mostly male adults. Age, education, profession and motives of 
online sexual predators oscillate depending on “interest”, but in their instruments of 
manipulation and styles by which they gain potential victims, some common charac- 
teristics are observed. 

Recruitment on the Internet usually consists of several steps (Kuzmanovic, 
n.d.): 


— The first step is to gather information about the potential victim. Internet preda- 
tors visit various places on the Internet (social media profiles, blogs, forums, 
chat rooms) to collect as much personal information as possible about the vic- 
tim: their age, gender, physical appearance, place of residence, personality 
traits, interests, hobbies, people with whom communicates and the content of 
the communication. 

— When they gather enough information about the potential victim, the next step 
is to initiate communication with them. 

— In communication with a potential victim, internet predators almost always 
hide their true identity, pretend to be someone else, most often peers (of similar 
age and interests), hide behind false names, nicknames, photos, etc. 

— At the beginning of communication, as a rule, they ask general and not too per- 
sonal questions, make jokes, tell jokes or in other ways try to entertain, gain 
trust of a potential victim and establish a “friendly relationship” with them. 

— When they “gets closer” to the victim, they ask them more direct questions: 
from which device does they communicate (personal or shared), where is that 
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device, are they alone in the room, at home, where are the parents, at what time 
are they present at home, etc. 

— Internet predators are trying to show themselves in the best possible light. They 
show a willingness to listen and understand, discuss important topics and cur- 
rent issues (relationships with peers and important adults) and provide uncondi- 
tional support. They usually offer free gifts, selflessly praise, say what they 
think the victim wants to hear and place themselves on their side. 

— When they win the victim and gain their trust, they begin to show their “real 
face”, manipulate and control their behavior. They can insist on getting accurate 
information about what the victim is doing, where and when they are staying, 
who are they hanging out with, but also show resentment, anger and rage if they 
do not get the requested information. 

— Internet predators usually ask the victim to send them photos or videos without 
clothes or in a provocative pose. They often send their own photos (or photos 
they claim to be theirs), videos, links with explicit sexual content, and then ask 
the victim to delete them, “so they wouldn't have problems if someone sees it”, 
they teach them different sexual techniques, all wrapped in a veil of secrecy. 

— When they come into possession of personal content, internet predators black- 
mail the victim: they ask them for more and more information, threatening that 
otherwise they will disclose, forward or publicly publish the information they 
already possess. Or, more seriously, they are looking to meet the victim in per- 
son. 


Raising the collective level of awareness about the safety culture on the Inter- 
net within the question of what children and adults should know before they “step” 
into the digital world, could lead to an adequate answer on how to effectively protect 
themselves from online sexual predators. 


Digital media as an unlimited space for concentration and 
multiplied presence of sexual predators 


The life of a modern man without digital media is almost unthinkable. In addi- 
tion to the fact that the Internet has become a perfect means of communication, 
where we can communicate with different people around the world, its expansion 
has enabled a wide range of abuses by malicious individuals who additionally can be 
anonymous. 

The use of the Internet has definitely changed the world and initiated a new 
“emerging civilization” in which sexuality is not taboo in the form in which it was 
even at the end of the last century. This is just one of the phenomena promoted by 
the nascent generation. The feverish demand “everything and now” which is the 
credo of the army of young people mostly refers to the sphere of intimate relation- 
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ships and sexuality in general, which sometimes gives shockingly bizarre results. 
Extremely simplified sexuality, reduced to Freud's level “Id” is a phenomenon that 
has joined the many other phenomena of modern society, of which the emerging 
generation has created a ruling view of life and moral good and evil (Bjenajay u 
@usunoBuh 2020). In the last decade, the use of the Internet has taken on a univer- 
sal social and ethical form. As the Internet reaches more and more mass audiences, 
sexuality has acquired a new form of expression. It is no longer just an intimate and 
mysterious thing for lonely couples. One third of all internet users on the planet par- 
ticipate in some form of online sexual activity (Cooper 2004). Liberated sexuality is 
gaining planetary popularity and sexual expression on the Internet is becoming a 
phenomenon that includes a number of cultural implications significant for the fu- 
ture of human sexuality (Cavanagh 2007). The general exposure of the female body, 
meaning the “pornography industry”, is a socially undesirable product of these im- 
plications, but it simply goes hand in hand with liberated sexuality. 


Children “go online” even at the age of 4, and before starting school, they al- 
most mastered surfing the net. For several hours a day, children are confronted with 
a world without any restrictions, so different from the world in which they normally 
live. So naive and innocent, they easily become prey to internet predators. Predators 
have gained fast and anonymous access to children via the Internet, a place where 
they can hide their identity and roam the web without restrictions. Internet predators 
are, in principle, sexual predators. We usually imagine them as people wandering 
around school playgrounds and stalking their potential victims there. However, the 
reality has changed. Today's sexual predators lurk for victims by hiding behind a 
computer screen, taking advantage of the excessive curiosity and gullibility of chil- 
dren and the anonymity offered by the Internet (bjenajan u @Dununosuh 2020). 
These are actually “modern pedophiles”, twisted and manipulative people who are 
especially interested in girls aged 13-14. 

Pedophilia, which is alternatively referred to as a pedophiliac disorder, is a 
psychosexual defect that mainly affects adults, in the way that they are obsessed 
with sexual fantasies or attempts to have sexual relations with children of the same 
or opposite sex. It is a very complex disorder, which requires a sociological, crimi- 
nological, and especially psychopathological approach that would systematically 
investigate the symptoms, nature and factors (hereditary, organic and social) of 
pathological conditions and processes in the mental life of these individuals. (bjema- 
ja, 2020). Pedophiles use the Internet in a variety of ways, whether to use it to con- 
nect with children, make friends, organize live meetings, or as a means of finding, 
storing, and distributing child pornography. They also use the Internet as a means of 
connecting to each other, to pedophile networks, where they share experiences, tips 
and videos and pictures. However, the Internet is not useful for pedophiles just be- 
cause of their easy access to children, their identity and child pornography. The 
Internet is an ideal accessory for pedophiles because it offers them complete security 
and absolute anonymity. Most pedophiles live seemingly normal lives. In the past, 
most of these people, for fear of the reaction of society, did not dare to realize their 
sexual fantasy. Now the internet is giving them that opportunity. Far from the eyes 
of society, in the security of their own home and in complete anonymity, they can 
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access the Internet, they can enter someone else's private virtual world where they 
have the opportunity to interact with children, where they have the opportunity to 
watch child pornography and where they have the opportunity to experience their 
illicit and unfulfilled sexual fantasies. As Internet users, they are not subject to the 
ethical evaluation of the society in which they live, because they do not have to exist 
in a real, visible world in which they would be exposed to critical evaluation 
(bjenajan u DununoBuh 2020). In terms of activities pedophiles point toward chil- 
dren, there is a wide range of them, from pedophiles who never commit an act as a 
result of their pedophiliac activities and remain on the perception level or pedophil- 
iac websites and literature, to pedophiles who act on their pedophiliac tendencies. 
Essentially, these are following activities (Bjelajac 2011): 


— Watching the naked children; 

— Nudity in front of children; 

— Undressing children; 

— Masturbation in front of children; 

— Touching the genitals of children or asking a child to touch that person's geni- 
tals or masturbate them; 

— Asking for oral sex with children or having children have oral sex with them; 

— However, some are satisfied only with touching and cuddling children and their 
intimate parts, or with oral sex, while vaginal and oral penetration are less 
common forms of pedophilic activities. 


There are dozens of professional terms for pathological sexual anomalies or 
paraphilias, among which the following are dominant: exhibitionism (exposure of 
sexual organs); fetishism (use of inanimate objects); frotteurism (touching or rub- 
bing on people who do not want to); pedophilia (targeting prepubertal children); 
sexual masochism (humiliation or suffering); transvestite fetishism (wearing the 
clothes of the other gender); voyeurism (observing the sexual activity of another); 
zoophilia (sexual orientation towards animals)... Other paraphilias are also known, 
which according to some authors do not meet the criteria for the previous groups. 
All persons who have any of the above sexual anomalies have unlimited space for 
anonymous digital presence and expression through digital media. The types of 
internet sexual predators, according to some authors are (Nikolic-Novakovié 2013): 
stalkers; cruisers; masturbators; networkers or swappers; or the combination of all 
four types. 

On social networks, a very organized unscrupulous group of malicious people 
is also cruising, and those are human traffickers. Trafficking in human beings, as 
defined by the United Nations, means the recruitment, transportation, transfer, ac- 
commodation or reception of persons, through the use of threats or the use of force, 
for the purpose of exploitation. In addition to personal factors that bring individuals, 
especially women, into the position of trafficking, there are also social factors such 
as: unemployment, poverty, lack of education, as well as organized crime in the 
form of the sex industry. Forms of exploitation can have a wide range, from sexual 
exploitation, labor exploitation, involvement in crime, removal and sale of human 
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organs, forced military service, forced marriages, etc. Sexual exploitation or sex 
trafficking is the dominant form of human trafficking for the purpose of commercial 
sexual exploitation, which takes place in various places (sex industry, brothels, 
streets, massage parlors, etc.). Trafficking in human beings for the purpose of sexual 
exploitation has become the leading category of this crime, compared to others, for 
the simple reason that it constantly accumulates the greatest profit for the perpetra- 
tors of this crime (Bjelajac 2014: 428). Through social networks, traffickers use 
various methods to recruit victims. These methods differ and mainly depend on the 
“modus operandi” and the degree of organization of traffickers. However, the pat- 
tern of recruiting victims is basically the same. Traffickers offer potential victims a 
good job, an opportunity for education or marriage, presenting a false image of a 
better life with false promises. If a potential victim of trafficking falls in love and 
succumbs to false promises, his or her transportation to another location or country 
of exploitation is facilitated. 

The research entitled “Behind the Screen: Analysis of Abuses of Victims of 
Trafficking in Human Beings in the Digital Environment” (in Serbian: “Iza ekrana: 
analiza zloupotreba zrtava trgovine ljudima u digitalnom okruzenju”’) was conducted 
on the experience of 178 girls and women in the period from 2015 to 2020 in Serbia 
and shows a high frequency of violence in the digital sphere. The results of this 
analysis confirm the high prevalence of abuse in the digital environment to which 
these girls and women were exposed before, during and after exiting the trafficking 
situation. Specifically, 42% of respondents survived some form of digital violence 
(such as cyberbullying, revengeful publication of explicit / pornographic content, 
impersonation, etc.), while 31% of them had digital violence directly related to the 
situation of human trafficking, both for the purpose of recruitment and and for the 
purpose of exploitation. Of the total number of respondents, 65% were also exposed 
to digital threats, which most often aimed at intimidation in order to change or with- 
draw the testimony or statement of the victim in criminal proceedings (a total of 
59%). In addition to the fact that this analysis indicates a high frequency of violence 
in the digital sphere, it also shows that this specific type of violence has become an 
almost indispensable form of coercion used by perpetrators and traffickers to black- 
mail, threaten, belittle girls and women, in addition to unauthorized recording and 
distribution of pornographic material which involves children as well (Radoicié 
2020: 9-10). Theory and practice define different types of violence and abuse in the 
digital environment. Specific types of abuse that have not yet found a recognizable 
place in domestic terminology are: cyberbullying, doxing, cyberstalking/cyber- 
bombing, hacking, impersonation, catfishing, revenge porn and sextortion, and then 
recruitment over the Internet, exploitation through information and communication 
technology, unauthorized recording and distribution, and the use of digital content as 
a means of coercion in the context of human trafficking (Radoi¢i¢ 2020: 18). As 
there is actually a thin line between trafficking in women and prostitution (from the 
phase of voluntary intercourse to the phase of coercion), there are other characteris- 
tic types of violence and abuse in the digital environment in addition to the above. 

The term prostitution usually means the sale of a woman's body to men for 
money or other material goods. By analyzing and researching prostitution as a very 
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complex phenomenon, various causes of this deviation have been identified. Some 
of them are particularly striking, such as: material factors, childhood rape, alienation 
from parents, family problems, for instance family milieu and endogenous factors, 
the influence of the social environment in which the prostitute had biopsychological 
development. 


A comprehensive survey on internet pornography from 2018 revealed inter- 
esting results (Covenant Eyes 2018): 


— Nearly 27% of teens receive sexts. 

— Around 15% are sending them. 

—57% of teens search out porn at least monthly. 

— 51% of male students and 32% of female students first viewed porn before their 
teenage years. 

— The first exposure to pornography among men is 12 years old, on average. 

— 71% of teens hide online behavior from their parents. 

— 68% of divorce cases involved one party meeting a new lover over the Internet. 

— 56% involved one party having “an obsessive interest in pornographic web- 
sites.” 

— 70% of wives of sex addicts could be diagnosed with PTSD. 

— 64% of Christian men and 15% of Christian women say they watch porn at le- 
ast once a month. 

— 90% of teens and 96% of young adults are either encouraging, accepting, or 
neutral when they talk about porn with their friends. 

— Just 55% of adults 25 and older believe porn is wrong. 

— Teens and young adults 13-24 believe not recycling is worse than viewing 
pornography. 

— In 2006, estimated revenues for sex-related entertainment businesses were just 
under $13 billion in the US. These estimates included video sales and rentals, 
Internet sales, cable, pay-per-view, phone sex, exotic dance clubs magazines, 
and novelty stores. 

— 28,258 users are watching pornography every second. 

— $3,075.64 is spent on porn every second on the Internet. 

— 88% of scenes in porn films contain acts of physical aggression, and 49% of 
scenes contain verbal aggression. 

— 79% of porn performers have used marijuana, and 50% have used ecstasy. 

—1in5 mobile searches are for pornography. 


According to statistics, dozens of websites containing pornography and prosti- 
tution are opened every day. The sex market and/or the sex industry, in many re- 
spects specific, does not deviate much from the laws of supply and demand as a 
general economic model for determining market prices. In some regions of the 
world, growing poverty, political turmoil, sex tourism and cultural dynamics are 
coming together to create a fast-paced sex industry. Millions of young girls rush to 
social networks where they “advertise for free” and with explicit sexual content 
unconsciously impose themselves on relentless online sexual predators, who always 
give them hope for a better and improved life. Finally, in the absence of a safety 
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culture, many of them end up in the sex industry and/or become victims of traffick- 
ing women for the purpose of sexual exploitation. 


Discussion 


The new generation of the Internet has created a new, vast space for social in- 
teractions of all kinds. That space is getting bigger, more diverse every second and 
corresponds to different human needs. We talked about the two triangles and their 
defining influence on the Internet, the content on the Internet, the users of that con- 
tent, and the attributes that determine the totality of these phenomena. The first tri- 
angle, the Internet - digital devices - digital content, which has enabled the creation 
of an endless number of contents and different ways of expressing human tendencies 
and desires, as well as satisfying various needs. The second triangle explains in more 
detail the mechanisms of action of Internet content, and points out the reasons why 
there is a difference in the behavior of people in the real world and virtual worlds, 
which is sometimes drastic, and which can be used or abused by both content au- 
thors and content users. This triangle consists of interconnectivity, interactivity, and 
anonymity. When we look at these elements through the prism of sexual predators 
on the Internet, we can conclude what possibilities each of them brings, especially 
compared to the real world.: 


— Interconnectivity - enables direct connection with other users, which signifi- 
cantly facilitates the identification, tracking and observation of potential vic- 
tims, reducing the visibility of predators and increasing the visibility of potential 
victims, especially in correlation with anonymity. 

— Interactivity - allows interaction between users on several levels, from indirect 
(likes, comments, follows, etc.) to direct, where written, audio or video commu- 
nication can be established between different users, which makes it much easier 
to establish contact between predators and potential victims. 

— Anonymity - extremely reduces the exposure of predators without limiting their 
presence, and further encourages them by believing that they are safe from de- 
tection. At the same time, the virtual presence of users on Internet services is of- 
ten characterized by far reduced inhibitions in relation to behavior in the real, 
physical world. In other words, a potential victim exhibits far less inhibition in 
online behavior, which helps predators - from the content that certain users post 
on the Internet that can attract and encourage predators to select a victim, to 
communication that is far looser under pseudonyms or avatars. 


Different social networks have different suitability for the manipulative action 
of sexual predators. Some of them are simply conceptually set up so that there is 
almost no room for it - like Twitter. Some social networks that are intended for 
meeting people in order to achieve romantic or sexual contact have protection 
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mechanisms against abuse, such as Tinder. These protection mechanisms were im- 
plemented because the creators of the platform had in mind the basic purpose of the 
platform, where the issue of possible abuse or criminal behavior arises by the very 
nature of the platform. On the other hand, platforms and services whose main pur- 
pose is not romance and sex face greater challenges, precisely because of the con- 
cealment of the true intentions of individual users by the basic purpose of an indi- 
vidual service. As a rule, for online sexual predators, the most suitable services are 
those whose primary purpose is the exchange of photo and video material, with the 
possibility of direct communication between users. Below is an overview of social 
media with comments on their suitability for the manipulative action of sexual 
predators: 


— Facebook — in a certain way this social network has the broadest concept, and it 
is intended for social interaction between users. As it is conceived on the princi- 
ple of “friends”, in order for users to become connected, one must send a re- 
quest, and the other must accept it, that is, mutual consent is necessary. This so- 
cial network also has privacy filters that can be turned on, which can limit the 
large number of abuse possibilities, but the potential for abuse of this social 
network lies in the improper use of protection mechanisms by users, relative ig- 
norance and gullibility, but it is a domain that it is not exclusively related to this 
social network, but to human nature in general; 

Twitter — this social network generally has the least potential for abuse by sex- 
ual predators. The main purpose of this platform is to publish short textual con- 
tent, photos and videos, but as we have already mentioned, this platform is 
much more a substitute for information media, and social interactions are 
mostly free of sexual connotations, which is far less interesting to predators; 
Instagram — the platform for the exchange of photos and short video content is 
especially suitable for the promotion and suggestiveness of every kind. It is 
mostly benign, but among the hundreds of millions of users, there are many 
who post content with a strong sexual connotation, although not explicit, be- 
cause it is prohibited by the rules of using that network. However, as an ex- 
tremely popular and powerful promotional tool, Instagram is also used to pro- 

mote sexual services, and sexuality in general, which with the possibility of di- 

rect communication leaves room for potentially manipulative action of sexual 

predators; 

— TikTok — of the mentioned social media, TikTok is the newest and fastest 
growing. Conceived as a platform for the exchange of short video content, last- 
ing from three seconds to one minute, exceptionally up to three minutes, this 
platform has become one of the fastest growing brands in the world, following 
numerous controversies, censorship attempts and bans. Almost two-fifths of the 
users of this platform are aged 16-24, which is a special challenge and potential 
danger. On the other hand, users themselves often post sexually suggestive con- 
tent, which is not explicit and therefore not subject to removal from the plat- 
form, but may be a sufficient motive and bait for sexual predators to pursue 
their criminal intent.

The analysis of the content of the social network TikTok was performed in 
December 2020. The sample was randomized and generated by the algorithm of the 
social network itself on the home page, without creating an account. Platform access 
and content analysis were performed on the platform's website (www.tiktok.com), as 
well as via the Android app. By contents with sexual connotation, we meant those 
contents that are strongly sexually suggestive, such as imitation of sexual inter- 
course, sexual suggestive exposure and expression, description of sexual situations, 
and other clearly sexually suggestive contents in the visual and auditory sense. We 
add that we did not count those contents that can be categorized as moderately sexu- 
ally provocative as contents with sexual connotations. The analysis showed that 
about 10 percent of the content on this social network has a sexual connotation, and 
that the distribution of such content is much higher among female users, who are 
also more suitable and more frequent victims of sexual predators, whether we talk 
about pedophilia, prostitution or human trafficking. Although the total number of 
analyzed users is relatively higher in favor of women (about 60%), the share of con- 
tent with sexual connotations is dramatically higher among female users of this plat- 
form (98.5%). The limitations of this analysis are numerous, and the results we ob- 
tained due to the size of the sample relative to the total number of existing contents 
cannot be considered as representative, but they certainly are illustrative and show 
trends and tendencies. If we keep in mind that over 40% of the total number of users 
of this platform is younger than 24, it is clear that these trends require further, more 
detailed analysis. As for other social networks, due to their complexity and the way 
they are constructed, at this moment it was not possible to do a similar comparative 
analysis, but with the appropriate methodology, in the future it is possible to perform 
one such comprehensive research. 


Conclusions 


Every day the clear boundary between the physical world and digital, virtual 
spaces becomes less visible. The appeal of digital spaces is growing with each newly 
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created form, and the real challenge is to find a balance between activities in the 
physical world and activities in digital spaces. The current pandemic has given a 
huge impetus to this way of life - simply, necessity has coincided with tendencies, 
and almost everything has moved to the internet, including those things that before 
the pandemic were the reasons for the largest gatherings, such as sporting events, 
theater and cinema premieres, concerts. Of course, the activities of sexual predators 
were also limited and mostly reduced to online activities, although the already huge 
digital space for their activities has become significantly larger over the past year. 
The pandemic will pass, the restrictions will end, and the world will slowly return to 
normalcy, although this new normalcy will be different from the pre-pandemic one. 
This reopening, to which the whole world aspires, will bring numerous challenges, 
especially due to the delayed satisfaction of certain accumulated needs in humans 
due to long-term restrictive measures and the general atmosphere caused by the pan- 
demic. In that sense, one should be even more careful than before, although this will 
be a challenge due to prolonged isolation and the absence of close contacts. How- 
ever, in terms of protection against the manipulative action of sexual predators on 
the Internet, it is enough to adhere to a set of rules that apply in everyday life - to 
apply the same principles of real offline life to online interactions as well, such as 
avoiding conversations with strangers, especially giving personal data that a predator 
can misuse, interrupting communication in situations when it becomes unpleasant or 
threatening, avoiding physical encounters with unverified and practically unknown 
contacts from the Internet, seeking help from family, teachers or friends in case of 
suspicious communication on the Internet, etc.. However, this set of rules may not 
be enough to avoid every possible manipulative interaction with a sexual predator. 
Their methods are evolving and adapting to the potential victim, and although the 
focus of online safety has rightly been placed on child safety, they are not the only 
victims. Teenagers and young people are also very vulnerable groups, who often fall 
victim to prostitution and human trafficking. And as the online space for the action 
of sexual predators is practically unlimited, and with it, their possibilities, the best 
way of protection against their manipulative action and its consequences is to raise 
the personal level of security awareness, and especially the level of security culture 
on the Internet. 
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
